Scores of Mexican-American 
families headed north this sum­ 
mer from the Rio Grande Val­ 
ley in Texas for the tomato 
fields of Indiana and cherry 
orchards of Michigan. 
They carried little money be­ 
cause of a severe drought in the 
valley, but there was optimism 
it would be a good summer up 
north. 
It hasn’t been. 
In the Manistee 
area, the 
heart of Michigan’s cherry land, 
winds caused heavy damage to 
the trees. It meant a shorter 
season for migrant laborers and 
less pay than they had expect­ 
ed. 
And now in Indiana, where 
tomatoes are the migrants’ ma­ 
jor cash crop, the ripening has 
been delayed by unseasonably 
cool weather. 
“The workers, for all practi­ 
cal purposes, have lost two to 
three w'eeks employment,” said 
Carmen Quintana, community 
coordinator for the Associated 
Migrant Opportunities Service 
in Indianapolis. 
She estimated that 70 per cent 
of the migrants “ are in diffi­ 
culty” because of the tomato 
situation. 
An official of the Indiana Em ­ 
ployment Security Division says 
it now looks like the tomato 
picking will get underway next 
week.

Whitcomb Denies 
Plans To Call 
Special Session 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Gov. 
Edgar D. Whitcomb Friday de­ 
nied he will call a special ses­ 
sion of the Indiana Legislature, 
but he said he “ would never” 
rule out the possibility. 
“There is nothing about our 
financial circumstances which 
could w arrant” a special ses­ 
sion, Whitcomb said. Indiana’s 
“financial picture now appears 
brighter than 
we 
thought 
it 
would be.” 
A reliable source said the gov­ 
ernor is seriously considering 
calling a special session to bail 
the state out of a financial situ­ 
ation budget officials consider 
more critical than any in recent 
years. 
The 
source 
said 
Whitcomb 
was planning to name a task 
force to advise him on a spe­ 
cial session. 
Whitcomb told a news confer­ 
ence later that “there appears 
to be a false rumor floating 
around. There is no task force, 
none named 
and 
no thought 
given to naming one.” 
The governor told newsmen, 
“ No one in the executive branch 
of 
government, 
including the 
budget committee, is giving ser­ 
ious thought to a special ses­ 
sion.” 
And an aide to Whitcomb said 
the report was “ a totally un­ 
founded rumor.” 
The state has felt a money 
squeeze because revenue hasn’t 
come in as rapidly as forecast, 
while spending has continued to 
rise. 
The source said Whitcomb is 
considering Oct. 15 to be a crit­ 
ical date. Budget officials had 
agreed 
previously 
October 
would be a tight month because 
of a $60 million distribution of 
state funds to local school cor­ 
porations scheduled at the first 
of the month but probably to be 
delayed until later in October'. 
Whitcomb probably would ask 
a 
special session, 
if one 
is 
called, to raise state cigarette 
and alcoholic beverage taxes to 
ease 
the 
money 
bind, 
the 
source said.

Miss Quintana said the mi­ 
grants were told they would 
have to see the township trustee 
to requisition surplus food but 
they had been unable to contact 
him. 


The food sta mps-ver sus-sur­ 
plus 
commodities 
presents 
a 
complicated problem in itself. 
The food stamps are handled 
by county welfare units. Sur­ 
pluses are available through the 
USDA with township trustees 
the middlemen. For the most 
part it is much easier to obtain 
surplus foods than stamps, but 
many persons prefer the stamps 
because they offer a wider se­ 
lection. 
State officials have asked the 
various 
federal 
agencies 
in­ 
volved to substitute stamps for 
surplus but the word comes 
back from Washington that the 
mechanics of conversion are too 
costly at this time. 
Some migrants have found 
temporary work while waiting 
for ripe tomatoes. There has 
been limited work detasseling 
corn, as part of the war on the 
devastating southern corn leaf 
blight. 
Pickle picking has filled the 
gap for some, but it provides 
only $4 to $6 a day while a fam ­ 
ily of four working the tomato 
fields can earn $40 a day. 
Miss Quintana estimates there 
are 15,000 to 20,000 migrants in 
Indiana 
during 
the 
summer. 
Dungan 
said 
about 
9,000 
of 
these actually will be working 
the tomato fields at the season’s 
peak, 
which 
usually 
comes 
about the second week in Sep­ 
tember. 
Miss Quintana said she fears 
that because of the late crop 
some families will not get back 
to Texas in time for school. “ If 
they don’t have enough money 
they will have to sacrifice some­ 
thing and it might be the chil­ 
dren’s education.”

U.S. Expecting 


Big Profit Off 
ike D»iiarS 
Retirement Fund Scheduled

WASHINGTON ( AP) — The 
government hopes to earn more 
than $100 million from sale of 
the Eisenhower silver dollar, 
making it the most profitable 
U.S. coin ever minted. It also 
may be the last made of silver. 
The profit will be stretched 
out over several years as the 
U.S. Mint disposes of some 150 
million Ike silver dollars to col­ 
lectors and others interested in­ 
buying it at a premium. 
Mary T. Brooks, director of 
the mint, says she hopes the 
sale will net the Treasury well 
in excess of $100 million, al­ 
though she said she can provide 
no exact profit estimate. 
“ It 
goes 
to 
the 
taxpayer, 
right into the Treasury,” she 
said. “The mint isn’t trying to 
make any money.” 
The silver dollar, first one 
minted 
in the United 
States 
since 1935, is being sold at two 
prices 
to 
the 
public—$3 
for 
in a s s- prod need 
uncirculated 
coins and $10 for the highly pol­ 
ished, high relief proof coin. 
According to Mrs. Brooks, or­ 
ders for the silver coin bearing 
the likeness of former Presi­ 
dent 
Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower 
“are coming in by the mil­ 
lions.” 
“We hope to make $1 each on 
the uncirculated dollars,” she 
said. The mint plans to strike 
130 million of those. 
She would give no estimate of 
profit—or loss—on the $10 proof 
coins, 
which are minted by 
hand, 
polished 
with diamond 
dust, and sealed in a plastic 
lease. 
“ We’re very modest in our 
pnces on our proof coins,” she 
said. “A proof coin we sell for 
$5 here goes for $12 and $15 
overseas.” 
In the past, the Treasury has 
picked up no more than $4 mil­ 
lion a year from it¡» proof-coin 
sales. And, the total profit last 
year on both proof and uncircu­ 
lated coins for collectors was 
about $9 million. 
The Eisenhower proof dollar 
should double in value quickly, 
Mrs. Brooks said, with the un­ 
circulated dollar coin, doubling 
in value in five years. 
She said it probably will be 
the last silver coin ever minted 
in the United States. 
The Ike silver dollar is a lim­ 
ited issue. The mint hopes to 
start mass-producing this fall 
the 
Eisenhower 
copper-nickel 
dollar designed for general cir­ 
culation, and to discourage col­ 
lecting of the copper - nickel 
coin, the mint plans to strike 
an unlimited number.

E.S. Not To Probe Kent State 


Shootings; Reaction Is Mixed 


KENT, Ohio (AP) - Fam i­ 
lies and friends of four Kent 
State University students killed 
on campus last year reacted 
with anger to the Justice De­ 
partment’s decision not to have 
a federal grand jury probe the 
shootings. 
State and school officials said 
the decision, was consistent with 
evidence gathered in extensive 
investigations conducted since 
students 
and 
Ohio 
National 
Guardsmen 
clashed 
May 
4, 
1970. 
“ If murder was committed 
by anyone else, they would cer­ 
tainly be committed, or tried or 
something 
like 
that,” 
said, 
Mrs. Martin Sheuer of Board- 
man, 
Ohio, 
whose 
daughter, 
Sandra, 20, was one of the stu­ 
dents killed. 
“ It just isn’t right,” she said, 
“ It should be looked into fur­ 
ther.” 
Kent State President Robert 
I. White said the school “ must 
and does accept” the decision.

Robert Balyeat, a Lima, Ohio 
attorney who served as a spe­ 
cial state prosecutor to an Ohio 
grand jury that investigated the 
shootings, said the Justice De­ 
partment 
decision 
“substan­ 
tiates what I knew to be the 
case as far as the evidence is 
concerned.” 
The grand jury, summoned 
by then Gov. James A. Rhodes 
last fall, indicted 24 youths and 
one 
Kent 
professor 
on 
riot 
charges in connection with dis­ 
orders 
which 
preceded 
the 
shootings and placed major re­ 
sponsibility 
for 
the 
violence 
which preceded the shootings 
on 
the 
university 
adminis­ 
tration for laxity. 
None has been brought to 
trial. 
Craig Morton, Kent State stu­ 
dent body president at the time 
of the shootings, and one of 
those indicted, 
said 
he 
was 
“ morally abhorred” by the Jus­ 
tice Department decision, but 
added it was “sort of what I 
expected.” 
“ I’m not so naive as to be­ 
lieve the Nixon administration 
would take a position to be in­ 
terpreted as pro student,” said 
Morgan. 
The American Civil Liberties 
Union of Ohio said in a state­ 
ment issued by Executive Di­ 
rector Benson A. Wolman, that 
it would “ redouble its efforts ’ 
in civil courts to hold guards­ 
men accountable for their ac­ 
tions at Kent State.

Bowen charged. 


The 
Republican 
legislator’s 
sternest remarks centered on 
the teachers fund, but he also 
chided the ISTA for unrelenting 
insistence on more and more 
state aid for local schools. 
Bowen said public education 
has received “ more than ample 
consideration In relation to our 
state’s other pressing needs,” 
pointing out Indiana ranks low 
in state expenditures for m en­ 
tal health, vocational rehabilita­ 
tion, public sanitation and crim ­ 
inal justice. 
He lamented what he term ed 
“a stifling blanket of bureau­ 
cratic regulation which is crush­ 
ing the creativity out of the 
teacher and turning him into a 
faceless functionary” and called 
for educators to dem and inno­ 
vation rather than m ore money 
for perpetuating existing educa­ 
tional practices. 
Bowen, who has led repeated­ 
ly unuccessful attempts to re­ 
vamp the state tax structure to 
provide property tax relief, ad ­ 
mitted “solutions won’t come 
easy or at once.” 
The rising cost of public edu­ 
cation and whether it should be 
met with state tax revenue or 
with local property tax revenue 
has been the central point of 
contention in the tax reform 
argument. 
Turning to' another dem and of 
the ISTA, Bowen for the first 
time came out strongly in favor 
of a state law establishing the 
right of teachers to bargain col­ 
lectively. 
“ The chances are good that a 
negotiations 
bill 
will 
com e,” 
Bowen said. “I cannot promise 
a timetable; I can only say I 
favor the enactm ent of a rea­ 
sonable measure.” 
But 
a 
properly-functioning 
negotiations law ‘"‘is contingent 
on receipt of funds from reve­ 
nue sources other than property 
taxes,” he asserted. 
Endorsing another ISTA posi­ 
tion, Bowen said he believes 
“teachers have the right and 
responsibility to express opin­ 
ions on curriculum, buildings 
and program planning as well 
as on their own welfare.” 
“Such activity is not incom­ 
patible to good education and 
good teaching ability,” he said. 
“Yet militancy, strikes and 
walkouts do not solve problems 
nor add to the stature of a pro­ 
fessional 
group,” 
Bowen 
de­ 
clared. 
Teachers and other public em ­ 
ployes who seek a bargaining 
law are split to some degree on 
provisions banning strikes.

When Alice stepped through the look­ 
ing glass in the popular story by Lewis 
Carroll, one of the oddities she en­ 
countered in the strange land was that 
“It takes all the running you can do to 
keep in the same place.” 
Today, law enforcement in America 
faces a similar dilemma in its fight 
against crime, except the problem is not 
a fantasy. The problem is real, and at 
times we may wonder if law enforcement 
is doing as well as Alice. 
Crime, like most other problems, has 
far more causes than solutions. We have 
today a rising wave of disrespect for the 
law — not only overt disrespect, but 
open reluctance and refusal to do the 
things necessary to make the law effec­ 
tive. Some citizens tend to withdraw and 
have nothing to do with issues that do 
not affect them personally. Civic re­ 
sponsibility and public duty are ignored. 
Most persons, if questioned, would quick­ 
ly endorse effective law enforcement, 
but far too many stand by while police 
are verbally and physically abused. 
Some might call this the era of the 
bizarre, the eccentric, and the erratic. 
Regardless of how it may be described, it 
certainly is an era in which the system 
of law and law enforcement is being 
seriously challenged by those who con­ 
fuse liberty with license, ignore the 
rights of others, and choose the laws they 
will obey. Indeed, it is an era when emo­ 
tion overrides reason. 
Much of the criticism by troublemak­ 
ers today is against the so-called “estab­ 
lishment.” Whatever the “establishment” 
stands for, they are against. Just how a 
nation of people is to survive without 
some type of governmental structure and 
control, they never get around to ex­ 
plaining. Rather than seek lawful change 
and abide by majority rule, they rebel 
and lash out at all who do not accede to 
their overbearing demands. Even acqui­ 
escence to some of their questionable 
ultimatums is of no help, for new and 
more ridiculous demands ~uickly follow. 
Since law enforcement represents the 
government’s first line of defense against 
violence and disorder, police officers be­ 
come the immediate enemy of those who 
want to rule by mob action. Some groups 
circulate oral and written instructions 
on how to injure and kill police. Thus, it 
is not surprising that more and more 
officers are being slain. 
Present-day law enforcement is com­ 
mitted to safeguarding the lives and 
property of the public and protecting the 
peaceful against violence and disorder.

JENKINS CASE ECHOES 
A few days ago I was unreasonably 
comforting in suggesting that most peo­ 
ple here shouldn’t have bad consciences 
about the Jenkins case. After all, only 
one person killed Carol Jenkins; but we 
tolerate, and even sometimes approve, 
expressions and demonstrations of the 
kind of hatred that can send us to hell. 
Yesterday, a Negro girl traveling from 
Bloomington to Vincennes was exposed 
to such contumely during a two-hour 
layover in Martinsville. She became 
frightened enough to go to the police 
station, where she was permitted to wait. 
She was driven to the bus station when 
the Vincennes coach arrived. 
Had Carol Jenkins been as frightened 
as yesterday’s bus traveler, she might be 
alive today, and Martinsville might not 
be infamous. We worry about being stab­ 
bed at the State House; but there are 
people who have reason to worry about 
being stabbed near our courthouse. 
Neither situation is less despicable than 
the other. 
I realize that neither reference to hu­ 
manity, to the Last Judgment, to eternal 
damnation, nor to the good name of their 
hometown will move some people; but 
they might be interested to know that if 
two or more people join together to de­ 
rive another of a constitutional right, 
hey may be fined $10,000 and imprison­ 
ed up to ten years under a U. S. law pass­ 
ed in 1964 and thoroughly tested in the 
courts. (U. S. Code, Title 18, Section 241). 
If such deprivation results in death, 
the sentence lengthens to life. So a bunch 
of fellows who think it’d be fun to hound 
a black girl and who contribute to put­ 
ting her in peril may not see any girls for 
a while.

Concentration on the drug 
problem must not cause us to 
neglect the even larger group' 
of alcoholics. 
Both groups are a threat to 
innocent citizens. High cost of 
maintaining a drug addiction 
has led to a skyrocketing in­ 
crease in the crime rate. Drunk 
drivers continue to claim an in­ 
creasing number of lives in the 
slaughter on the highways. 
David J. Crowe is a director 
of operations of the división on 
alcoholism of the Indiana Mental 
Health Department. He said: 
“The real answer to the pro­ 
blem is a focus on the problems 
of addiction, rather than the ve­ 
hicle of addiction, whether it’s 
drugs, alcohol or food.” 
Indiana ranks about 26th in 
the nation in the number of es­ 
timated alcoholics, placed at 
about 113.000. Crowe believes 
the estimates are probably low. 
Over the recent July 4 long 
weekend. 32 persons were killed 
on Hoosicr highways. Tests 
were run on the amount of al­ 
cohol in the bodies of eight of 
the drivers killed but were not 
possible on the twenty-three re­ 
maining drivers. Six of the eight 
tested were shown to have been 
legally intoxicated, and the 
other two registered some blood 
alcohol. 
The State Police made a study 
of drivers killed in single-car 
accidents in January and Feb­ 
ruary. The study disclosed that 
three out of every four drivers 
killed in the two months when 
their vehicles ran off the road 
had been drinking. 
Thomas D. Coleman, director 
of the Department of Traffic 
Safety and Vehicle Inspection 
in the state told me: “The safest 
car on the best highway isn’t 
anything if it has a nut behind 
the wheel that doesn’t care, and 
50 per cent of the fatalities in 
the state involve a drinking 
driver.”

Drinking has been a problem 
throughout history. At times it 
seems that we are no closer to 
a solution. A study by Rutgers 
University in New Jersey dis­ 
closed one-fourth of all prob­ 
lems surrounding welfare could 
be traced to alcohol. The U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce has plac­ 
ed the loss to industry caused 
from “hangovers” at $6 billion. 
Crowe said: “The nontreated 
alcoholic has a life expectancy 
of 12 years less than the gen­ 
eral public. He is 58 times more 
likely to bum himself up in bed. 
He is 12 times as likely to kill 
himself. It has been statistical­ 
ly shown that about one-third of 
all hospitalizations in the Indi­ 
ana mental health system are 
related to alcohol.” 
Some progress is being made 
in the state to deal with the 
problems of addiction. The In­ 
dianapolis West Tenth Street 
Veterans Administration Hospit­ 
al is one of 27 in the nation 
which is setting up a program 
to deal with drug and alcohol 
problems. 
Dr. Franklin Osberg of Pueb­ 
lo, Colorado, has been named 
to head the Indiana Drug Abuse 
Division under the State Mental 
Health program. It is expected 
he will bring Edward Griglak. 
a former Roman Catholic priest, 
to Indiana as his assistant. 
Early in June I was talking 
to Mental Health Commision- 
er William Murray about the 
new drug - abuse division. He 
said we would have to attract 
a top man in the field to make 
the program meaningful...some 
one of the caliber of Dr. Osberg. 
After the appointment, Dr. Mur­ 
ray said: “Indiana is lucky to 
have Dr. Osberg,’’ 
Drug abuse centers and di­ 
visions are relatively new in 
all states The 2 year old Colo­ 
rado program is one of the “vet­ 
erans” in the field. 
Some 
twenty-three 
states 
have joint operations combin­ 
ing the attack on both drug 
abuse and alcoholism. The Vet­ 
erans Administration appears 
to be moving in the direction 
of treating all addictions in the 
same facilities, The problems 
have much in common and a 
“cure” for either is unknown. 
Indiana appears to be mov­ 
ing in the right direction to 
cope with the problems.

73 Places Seek 
To Be Base For 


Space Shuttle 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Su­ 
percraft to its friends and su­ 
per waste to its foes, the pro­ 
posed 100-flight space shuttle is 
envisioned, as a. supc.rb.ird in 
hand to those who seek its ex­ 
pensive nest. 
At least 73 sites in 20 states 
are vying to be home base for 
the shuttle that would take off 
as a rocket, land as a plane, 
but Capitol Hill shuttle suppor­ 
ters say Cape Kennedy, Fla., is 
virtually certain to win. 
Thus far. Congress is flying 
with the space agency toward 
development of the shuttle, pro­ 
viding the first few hundred 
million of what early estimates 
indicate could be a $6-billion-to- 
$10-billion initial project cost. 
“I think it’s a key to NASA’s 
future,” says Dale Myers, asso­ 
ciate administrator of the agen­ 
cy’s manned-flight office. “The 
shuttle is a device to give us a 
whole new capability in space 
and actually in many wavs rev­ 
olutionizes our ability to get 
into and out of space.” 
Compared with $700 to $1.000 
as the current price per pound 
for

around the earth, “the shuttle 
will reduce the cost of trans­ 
portation in space to levels like 
about 
$70 
a 
pound.”

Americans 
Are Largely 
Disgruntled 


NEW YORK (AP) — Ameri­ 
cans are a. restless and some­ 
times disgruntled people des­ 
pite their affluence. 
They work long and hard and 
make good money. But they 
pay high prices and big taxes. 
And their ever-bigger dreams, 
year after year, seem to re­ 
main just beyond their reach. 
A cursory investigatory of af­ 
fluence suggests some of the 
reasons. 
First and obvious is the fact 
that many people are denied a 
sense of achievement because 
their desires are never satis­ 
fied. A goal achieved merely 
leads to another. 
Despite good incomes and as­ 
sets, some families find they 
still have little choice in. how 
they spend their money. Many 
spend 20 per cent on food, more 
than 20 per cent on owning and 
operating their home, 10 per 
cent on taxes, 10 per cent on 
transportation and another 10 
per cent on clothing. 
That's 70 per cent for fixed 
expenses. And the rest isn’t 
theirs to spend as they please. 
They must pay for medical and 
dental, care, education and per­ 
sonal items such as books and 
cigarettes. 
And to make certain they 
don’t lose it all, a natural con­ 
sequence of acquisition, they 
must have insurance policies. 
Moreover, tradition and com­ 
mon sense demand that they 
have savings. 
The tiny percentage that is 
left theoretically can be used 
on 
recreation, 
vacations 
and 
gifts, but many families find 
these categories are always on 
the list of dreams that are just 
beyond their reach. 
The strains of maintaining 
earning power—as well as the 
strain of holding onto it once 
they have it—also contributes 
to 
the 
restlessness 
and 
the 
sense of frustration. A growing 
number of families are achiev­ 
ing their goals only by means 
of additional incomes. 
There are now more than 18 
million wives at work, or 40 per 
cent of the total, and 10 million 
of them have children under 18. 
In fact, one-quarter of all wives 
with children under three are 
at work.
